I Inclose berewitU'assignments to you pf the 
mortKAgos and 'judgments, the bill or-sale or 
his personal property, and the deed of trust in 
which the ariiclos of historical interest are 
enumerated. A copy of this-trust deed will, 
with vour approval, be forwarded to the Presi- 
dent'of the United States for deposit in the 
proper department Trusting tills action will

.Vrs. Grant found herself unable to ac- 


cept the gifts, and in resect to her feelings 
of gratitude for the olfer of Mr. Vanderbilt 
General Grant sent in reply the following

Grant wishes me to answer your letter

Bity in transferring 
toliertheimi.tgiKe xlvcnto secure my d-.tbt 
of $150,uuti sh.- eiin not accept it in whole, bho 
acei pis with pleasure the trust, which applies 
to tuo articles enumerated In your letter, to fn 
to tue Ifnlted Suites at my death, or sonner 
it her iipt.on.

I c'in not conclude without assuring you 
that Mrs. Grant's inability to ayajl qewolf of 
vour irreat kindness in no way lessens either 
her eenso of obligation or my own.

Itrn«s published Saturday the result of a 
search among the old State records showing 
that Robert Fulton was not the inventor of 
the first steamboat,'and that the first steam- 
boat was launched on the Delaware River, 
near this city,' in 1T87, twenty years before 
Robert Fulton's steamer Clerraout appeared! 

John 
Fitch was the inventor, and ran the steam-

in accordance with the petition was passed 
a few days later, twenty-one years before 
Fulton's boat was launched. F.tch then 
organi/.ed a company^ and constructed his 
steamboat It made four miles an hour. 
The Legislature then gave him the soli- 
right of steam navigation, and when Fitch 
died in Kentucky, in inw, the Jersey Legis- 
lature assigned his right to his heirs.
